Lillie Russell, 9 years old, of 3110 North 
Thirteenth street, has reason to be thank- 
ful to her sister, Mary, aged lJ, that she 
is alive this Thanksgiving day.

cape by the stairway cut off and ‘the 
flames ‘licking their way up to the third- 
floor room occupied by them, almost chok- 
ing them’ with smoRe, climbed down a 
post of the rear porch to safety in a fire 
that destroyed the Inside of the rooming 
house at 1623 Franklin avenue. 
. The girls are Susie Bell,~17 years ‘old: 
Florence Liawthorne, 18 years old, and Min¢ 
nie Roth, 19 years old, the latter of Belle 
ville, and the former two employes of a 
Gowntown department store. 

Fifteen other persons in the house es- 
caped by Jadders in the réar, thrown up 
by neighbors, and it was thought that all 
were Bafely out. But on the third floor of 
the house, where. the flames had not as 
yet penetrated, the three girls were asleep, 
and in the excitement no one missed them. 
' Presently, as flames were eating their 
way up to third floor from the front and 
the crash of a window was heard 
and the crowd in the rear of the house that 
had watched the others escape saw a 
white-robed figure emerge. E 
* While the crowd gasped the figure leaned 
over from the porch, grabbed the support 
and began to élimb down. Then another 
thrill went through the crowd when two 
other white clad figures appeared. Loud 
screams rent the air, and then it was sud- 
denly realized that the three girls on the 
third floor had not been warned of the fire. 

When the second floor was reached the 
strength of Florence Ha e had given 
out. She released her hold and feljl to the 
ground. She was not seriously rt, but 
when the crowd gathered around her she 
fainted and was carried to a nearby house 
and revived. The other two girls climbed 
down safely. ‘ 

The fire started by an attempt to fill a 
gasoline stove while it was burning. Myr- 
tle Dodd, who lived with her sister, Ber- 
tha. in a middle room on the first or, 
had been cooking. The ofl gave out Ard 
as ghe had finished filling the tank the 
flame ignited: the oll that had run down 
to the pan below and in an instant the 
room was ablaze. 

Dropping the can on the floor the girl 
screanied and ran. Then her sister, Per- 
tha. picked up the burning can and threw 
it- from the room. It struck the stairway 
and instantly made a torch of it. 

In a few seconds the entire first floor was 
destroyed and wild efforts of those on 
the second floor to e&8care were hegun. 

Many were aroused from their sleep and 
were forced to leave their rooms in thin 
garb, so quickly did the flames reach to 
the second floor. All escaped by the back 
porch and ladders. 

The fire department had arrived by thie 
time and was fighting the fames. Sudden- 
ly William Black, one of the roomers, re- 
membered that he had left $250 under a 
pillow in his room. He attempté@ to go 
back in his bare feet. up the ladder and 
into the burning house. Patrolman T. J. 
Dolan of the Fourth district held him 
back, but when he persisted both patrol- 
man and Slack went into the burning house 
and Dolan recovered the money.

Mr. Brady says that, no matter what sort 
of contract the General has with the com- 
pany now at the .Fair, the contract he 
gave the Eastern concern antedates and in- 
validates it. 

Naturally, this confusion over the Gen- 
eral’s services after the Fair is making 
him the target of a great deal of disqulet- 
ing inquiry. He is plainly without any 
relish for the whole business, and is sad 
enough that he should have become the 
bone of such spirited contention. 

Both sides threaten to resort to law if 
the General goes to the other. 

Mr. Brady says: ‘Gen. Cronje made the 
Boer War a success. His genuineness and 
the remarkable spectacle of se@ing one of 
the real leaders of the Boers in a show of 
this sort made the production distinctively 
different; from anything the amusement 
world has known.

SOURED BY POLICE 


Detectives and Others Express In- 
dignation Over Release of 
Frank Moore From Prison. 


RECORD SHOWS “BAD MAN” 


Chief of Police Kiely First Gained 
Fame by Conquering Moore 
in Desperate Fight. 


Surprise and indignation were expressed 
by detectives, both those employed in Bt. 
Louls and those from other cities, who are 
visiting here, when they learned Thursday 
morning that Gov. Dockery had par- 
doned Frank Moore, one of the most noted 
criminals in the country, and the first 
one convicted in Missouri under the habit- 


ual criminal act. 

Moore was sentenced to 99 years 
in prison ten and a half years ago in Bt. 
Louis after shooting a man named Stevens, 
@ railroad conductor, in an attempt to 
rob Steven's room at 1322 Chouteau ave- 
nue during a terrific thunderstorm His 
sentence was affirmed by the Missouri 
Supreme Court and, later the United 
Stetese Supreme Court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the habitual criminal act, un- 
der which he was convicted. It is gaid he 
} been a model prisoner. With him were 

doned John Smith, sentenced in Ralls 

County to serve 9% years for ‘mur- 
der, and Wililam Carr, colored, sentenced 
in eJfferson OCounty to serve @ years 
for murder in the second degree. 

Police say that no amount of good be- 
havior on the part of Moore since his im- 
prisonment could justify his pardon. One 
detective deciared Thursday: 

“Compared to Frank Moore, Marion Hed- 
Sspeth, train robber, is a Sunday schoo! 
teacher. Moore always has been a dan- 
gerous criminal, and police all over the 
country will expect more trouble from him 
now that he is out.” 

Moore served six penitentiary sentences 
before bailing convicted in the Stevens case. 
The most noted of his deeds was his des- 
perate fight 2% years ago( wth Mathew 
Kiely, then a patrolman and now 
Chief of Police of St. Louls. Kiely dis- 
covered Moore in the act of robbing a 
hpuse at Sixth and Elm streets, and tried 
to arrest him in a dark hallway. The po- 
liceman and the prisoner, both giants in 
strength, fought desperately for nearly half 
an hour before Kiely subdued Moore and, 
himself hardly able to walk, got him to the 
police station. It was this victory which 
gave Kiely his first fame as a pvlice- 
man, 

The Stevens burglary, which led to 
Moore's conviction under the habitual 
criminal act, was committed nearly 12 
years ago. The night was intensely dark, 
and a violent thunderstorm was raging. 
Moore entered the house and made his way 
to the room in which Stevens and another 
man were sleeping. 

While he was prowling around the room, 
a terrific thunder clap awoke Stevens, and 
he eat up in bed. By the light of a flash 
of lightning, Stevens saw the burglar. He 
called to his bed-fellow and sprang upon 
Moore. The roommate went to Stevens’ as- 
sistance, but Moore was more than a match 
for both. He hit Stevens’ companion a ter- 
rific blow with his fist and rendéred him 
unconscious early in the fight. Stevens was 
harder to subdue, He attempted to secure 
Moore's revolver, but Moore wrenched it 
free and fired, the bullet striking btevens 
in the face. Moore was arrested within a 
few hours. Stevens remaincd at a hospital, 
lingering on the verge of death, for several 
weeks, but finally recovered. 

Samuel Allender, chief of the Frisco ralil- 
road detective system, who knows Moore 
better, perhaps, than any other man, ex- 
cept Kiely, declared Thursday that every 
thief-chaser in the country will look out 
for Moore, as none believes he will pe less 
dangerous than before, Allender says Moore 
ia treachereus, and to strengthen his state 
ment related an incident which he said 
occurred in Lucas avenue, near Broadway, 
about Ib years ago. 

At that time Moore was known as the 
“terror of the ‘Bloody Third’,”’ ag the old 
Third police district was called. Thomas 
Boyd, a brother of former Capt. Samuel 
Boyd, was a sergeant in the district. 

Boyd was looking for Moore. One day 
the criminal and 6 policeman saw each 
other, and each advanced. Moore, as they 
met, extended his hand, saying: 

“Hello, Boyd.”’ 

At ‘the same time Moore made motions as 
though he was giving signals to someone 
— Boyd. The policeman turned his

POLITICAL LIBERTY IN RUSSIA. 
The memorandum adopted by the representatives of the Rus- 
sian Zemstvos reveals an unexpected knowledge of sound po- 


litical doctrine. 
This document, which must become famous in Russian his- 


tory, declares principles which lie at the base of politica] and 
-gocial life and progress. 

~ Section 6 declares that “it is essential to guarantee freedom 
of conscience and speech and of the press, and also freedom of 
meeting and association.” 

Thie is flatly in contradiction to the arbitrary principles 
hitherto practiced in the Czar’s dominions, where free speech, 

‘a free press and freedom of assembly have been identified with 
‘anarchy by the bureaucratic government. 

It‘is insisted that a true state can be created only when the 
government and people are connected by a tie vita] and organic. 
Section 9 recites that “in ‘order to secure the proper develop- 

| ment of the life of the state and the people, it is imperatively 

- necessary that there be regular participation of national rep- 
resentatives, sitting as an especially elected body, to make laws, 
regulate the revenues and expenditures and contro] the legality 
of the actions of the administration.” 

This is startling doctrine in Russia and it remains to be seen 
how the Czar will conduct himself toward the newly revealed 
spirit of liberty and political health. Of course the bureaucrats 

| and oligarchs are stricken with fear and wonder and they will 
do what they can to suppress the movement. It all appears to 
' depend upon Nicholas. If he is wise enough and strong enough 
to choose liberal, progressive, constructive advisers, Russia may 
be saved a convulsion. The alternative is a desperate struggle 
between anarchy and bureaucratic tyranny.

The war has also suggested a variety of 
new designs for that charming object, the 
toko-tiwa, or “alcove garden.”’ This is a 
miniature garden—perhaps less than two 
feet square—contrived within an ornamen- 
tal shallow basin of porcelain or other ma- 
terial, and placed in the alcove of a guest- 
room by way of decoration. You may see 
there a tiny pond; a streamlet crossed by 
humped bridgés of Chinese pattern: dwarf 
trees forming a grove, and shading the 
model of a Shinto temple; imitationg in 
baked clay of stone lanterns—perhaps even 
the appearance of a hamlet of thatched 
cottages. If the toko-niwa be not too small, 
you may see real fish swimming in the 
pond, or a pet tortoise crawling among the 
rock work. Sometimes the garden repre- 
sente Horal, and the palace of the Dragon- 
King.
